•then proceeded at groat loiiijth to review 
^the financial condition of the country, hut 
itho speech was an almost perfect copy of 
j^ii.s la.st ycar'.s when intr<Klnciiig the hnd- 
j^et. ijo went aw.ay back the inception 
of the gov.ernmciil before con federation and 
produced figureii that were identical with, 
those of last year, and which .show a care- 
ful administrulion of the linancos on the 
^;<irt of tliQ McCroight gorornment, a 
»y*flte and extravagance on the part of the 
lij-ei \Valkem government and n vain effort 
..)'.lhe 'pijiolt governiiiont, toinake the two 
iiUila, wliich tlieu' precedcssoi-.s had sever- 
rd, meet aj/aiii. lie claimed that ir. 
three years thu (^overnmont hud reduced 
the liabilities of tho province by. ijlGO,000, 
.-.nd that that had been effoctod without; 
liijglectiny piililic iiiipniveiucnl.'. or edu- 
cational facilities. He referred tho leail- 
er of tha oppoaition to tlie jniblic aeconnu 
of 187C which showed an error of >;-lo,fKH), 
In 1877 and J878 there Mem en-a.^, not 
intentional ones, biil much more coiiatn-- 
ablc than iho suppre.s.Mrii lA' a pni iion of 
Mr. Sproat'.s letter. The year ending 
Hist Dec. showed a revenue of s'^OT.WX) 
and tho e\|)en<litiire to ii'M'-lftOO, which 
gives aaiii-pliiH of 7,000. .V stirphi.s for 
ihe first time since confederation. It is

It was expected 
that the revenue and expeniUtuius for 
1882 and 1883 would be about ecpial. Tlie 
loan for graving dock purpose.^ was then 
discussed at some leng'tli. The redemp- 
tion of debentures was then 'vreferred.to 
and the remark made tliat in future de- 
bentures would not be such ti tax on the 
revenues of the iMovince. Funded del)t 
had also been reduced very materially, 
885,000 having been paid ofl' in '.ih years. 
Details of estimates for '82 and '83 were 
then gone into at length and salaries ex- 
plained, lie considered it w»8, a matter 
of congratulation that ■siich a good 
.showing had been made in tho fln.inee.s of 
the country. This w.aH duo mainly to the 
supporter.s of the government who had 
stood by tho ministry during tho last 
Ihi ee or four years. He would now move 
the House into coiiiniittee of supply. 

Mr. .Smithe referred to the continual 
liu.stponement of the committee of supply 
and thought that the minister of finance 
must liavo been hard at work getting up 
his budget sjieecb, but ho (Mr. .Smithe) 
was disappointed at its contents. The 
mountain had conceived and brought forth 
a mouse. For five successive sessions ho 
had pursued the same tactics iiiutiying to 
piaco the responsibility for tho condition 
of the linancos of the country on tho 
.shoulders of the Elliott ( Joveriiniont. 
("Hoar, hear," and applause.) If they 
were blameworthy ho was williiit; to bear 
his .share of il. It seems that so long as 
the present government can Iiang on by 
the skin of their teeth they were deter- 
mined to do so. Tho finance minister 
h;id n.U told the House what ho .should 
Inr.e dune, that when Ihe KUiidt 
governiuent took otlice they haii a large 
amount of liabilities to i)ruvi<le for that 
had been incurred by tho feriner W'alkem 
giivi-rnment. He held in his hand tlio 
Htalenifliit of the present rrovincial Sccro- 
taiy, which showed an expenditure of 
the Walkom gcjverimient over the revenue 
of?2G3,000in 1875-1'). (Hear, hear.) Tho 
Elliott government wore bound to as- 
.simio tho.se liabilities. NMien that guv 
orinnont wont out there were not liund- 
led.s uf thousaiuls but only a few paltry 
hundred dollars of liabilities liand- 
,ed uvcr to the present government. 
'J'lie Elliott govoraiiiont honoiably di.s- 
ehai);i>d all their liabilities \vhich this 
govorument had not done. The Elliott 
govommcnt had also been nblincd to in- 
troduce a new system of taxatioy into 
■which they had boon forced by their pre- 
decessors. (Hear, hear). Tho present 
governuieiit had allowed these taxes to re- 
main intact. They had kept all the 
money that they possibly could and had 
spent as little a.s po.ssible. They had 
eared iiolliing for public works or any- 
thing else .so hint; a.s they could hang on 
10 (he purse strings and .sjiond little or 
nothing for the good of tlie cuintry. The 
linau'-e niinistcr was a s^ood deiiartmoutal 
ollieer, he would eoncede that, and things 
in his oQlee were in good orde;-. lint he 
had left all otlier matters of importance 
to the chief cominkaioner of lands and 
works and proviueial secretary, and had 
bestowed all his energies on matters of 
Unance. Ho did not know whore the 
linaiico minister had obtiuued his Ggurea, 
but tlipy were entirely incorrect. (Hear, 
hear). Tho change in tho fiscal year and 
consequent mixing up of figures wo.re then 
referred to to show that the figures adduc- 
ed were erroneous. He noticed that tho 
hon. gentleman had endeavored to show 
that tlie ]iresont government had spent 
more on public works than the Elliott 
government had done, ff an appeal were 
matle to tho districts the reply would be 
that such was not the case. The roads 
everywheie had been neglected; in his 
own district of Cowichan in particular, 
(liey wore in such a frightful condition 
that they were impas.sable in midsummer. 
A few hundred dollars expenditure would 
have prevented such a deplorable state of 
things. A heavy indictment was then 
made '-'Ut against tho government fur their 
neglect iu nut alteiuling to the cninpl.aints 
of settlers r.ud in nut making cuiitr.ielorH 
carry out Ihei" Hpecifications. ll wouM 
now take a large ii^u;l of money tu bring 
tho roads up to >vhp.t they were and to 
what thej ought to be. >Vith regard to 
schools the government liad absolutely re- 
luned to establish them where- t),iey wore 
ujucli needed and where fui' year.i; there 
had been more children than the lav. re- 
((uired. Constant ai)plication3 had been 
isjnured and oxamitles were adduced from 
the tlistrict of Cuwichtm in proof of what 
had be.- n asserted. A' iqtoria had received- 
a large siini of ino#ey for educational 
piiipu.se^j in order that the Imn. gentleman 
might stand svell with his constituents. 
W hen chief coinniissioner rif lands anil 
wiuks, on the eve of a general election he 
sowed money broadcast, and he now show- 
ed another side of his character by exer- 
cising extreme parsimony. (Hear, hear). 
Iii.stead of taking tho whole province into 
account he confined himself tn-Victuria. 
(Hear, hear). Ho had rofuseil to give 
.Mayne Island, tjuamichan and Cheinai- 
ntis.sehools because those districts would not 
L;ive him a single vote at next election, 
but he uould .siiend niuney in \nfctoria be- 
cause iliat, \voiil(,l help liiiu at tlio pdll.'v. 
( lli:ai-, hoar). Tlio present govorninen'l 
was the moat do-iiutliing oilO llTat ever 
c.x is toil in the province .. Now' the largo- 
sum of .•5!250,0'J0 would . have , 'to' be ex- ■ 
pended, not on account nf'wha't 'tho' gov- ' 
ernment h.ad done, but bocause of what 
(hey had left undone. (Hear, hear), 
lieeanse they had neglected to ascertain 
ilh) co.st o[ the clock and tho amount of 
ceinent required. No. member of the 
House had any objection to the comido- 
t inn of the graving dock, but many of 
them had a decided objection to its being 
euiiipleled at the expense of tho whole 
piu\iiice and lo tho utter nogloot of other 
puljlic works.
